3. The application has been amended as follows: 

20. (Currently Amended) The method for compressing data packets of claim 
19 wherein the second-format data packets are MAC packets, the first- format data 
packets are ATM cells, and the trailer packet is an ATM trailer cell which includes 
CPCS and SSCS bytes; and wherein all padding eeUs bytes are omitted from the 
MAC packet, and the CPCS and SSCS bytes from the ATM trailer cell are omitted 
from the MAC packet. 

4. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone 
interview with Paul Nagy on January 21, 2005.

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to system for translating data received in an 
ATM format into a MAC format. In the present invention, a MAC reassembly 
module format the MAC packet with header derived from ATM cells with 
common destination and data from the ATM cells with common destination (See 
Figure 7). 

The closest prior art, Scott (US Patent 6,512,773), teaches system for 
translating data received in an ATM format into a MAC format. Scott, however, 
fails to teach formatting the MAC packet with header derived from ATM cells with 
common destination and data from the ATM cells with common destination. The 
differences between Scott and the present invention are more clear in the figures 
(Figure 4B of Scott and Figure 7 of present invention). In Scott, the MAC payload 
105b is made of 52 bytes cells 106, each of which includes ATM header and ATM 
payload. Meanwhile, in the present invention, the MAC payload 49 is made of one 
ATM header 44 and 48 bytes cells 31, 33,..., each of which include only ATM 
payload. The limitation of formatting the MAC packet with header derived from 
ATM cells with common destination and data from the ATM cells with common 
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destination is claimed in the independent claims 1,9, 18 and 23, and render them 
allowable.
